"When 'perfect' Really Isn't" 
Perfectionism is not confined to a 
particular age, sex, or ethnic group. 
Perfectionists range from the over¬ 
achieving child who labels 
him/herself a failure because he/she 
did not get the score on a math test 
to the middle-aged executive who is 
always behind schedule because re¬ 
ports and other materials must be 
perfect before she/he will deliver 
them. "When we set performance 
standards for ourselves that are un¬ 
reachable, we labor under the curse 
of perfectionism,' says Robert 
Woolfork, an assistant professor of 
psychology at Rutgers University in 
New Jersey, and the author of 
'Stress, Sanity, and Survival." 
Perfectionism is not always about 
the pursuit of high quality. For 
those who measure their self-worth 
by their achievements, it is more 
like the compulsive quest of impos¬ 
sible goals and the fear of making . 
mistakes or being wrong. 
Perfectionist tend to react defen¬ 
sively to criticism and are likewise 
overly crital of others. Their be- ■ 
havior can repel coworkers, create 
barriers to good relationships, and 
ultimately result in the very thing 
they fear—disapproval and aliena¬ 
tion. David Seamands, author of 
'healing for Damaged Emotions' de¬ 
scribes perfectionism as a "constant 
and all pervasive feeling of never 


quite measuring up...a super sensi¬ 
tivity to the approval and disap¬ 
proval of others." 

Tempering perfectionism is a good 
idea, but not easy. Behavior experts 
recommend that its practitioners 
simply aim for a good, solid per¬ 
formance. The feeling that comes 
from being more relaxed and confi¬ 
dent about reaching a realistic goal 
can lead to greater creativity and 
productivity. 

Giving up perfectionism does not 
mean giving up doing a good job. 

It's more a precess of understanding 
that things do not need to be flaw¬ 
less in order to be accceptable. It 
also requires learning some new 
phrases: “Oh well," I do not know," 
and “I made a mistake" are good 
starters.

Upgrades That Make Sense. 
Adding Drive Storage Space.

Women say: "you cannot be too thin, 
too rich, or have too many silk 
blouses." A computer corollary might 
be that a system carinot be too fast, 
have too much RAM or too much hard 
disk capacity. One could argue the 
first premise in both cases. Being too 
thin might mean anorexia, which is not 
good, and a computer can have faster, 
more expensive CPU than its owner 
needs. There can be no argument how¬ 
ever, that you no longer need to be rich 
to afford lots of RAM and drive storage 
space. [I have not priced silk blouses 
lately]. The entry level for RAM now 
is 32MB and many new machines offer 
64MB. Going to 128MB or more may 
be indicated for servers or some high- 
end tasks, but is probably overkill for 
most of us right now. Running out of 
storage space often is one of the first 
limitations you run into with an older 
computer, especially in these days of 
even bigger software programs. 
Fortunately, remedies today are easy, 
inexpensive and varied. Large-capacity 
Ultra DMA [Direct Memory Access] 
drives can replace, or be used in addi¬ 
tion to, existing hard drives in many 


computers. SCSI [small computer 
Systems Interface] hard drives are ex¬ 
pensive, very fast, come in many varie¬ 
ties. But require a special interface 
board. Removable-cartridge Zip and 
Jaz drives from Iomega can be mounted 
internally or externally [connected thru 
a parallel port. High-capacity drive, 
such as the 120 MB Super Drive, can 
replace traditional 3.5" floppy drives. 
CD-RW [rewriteable disk drives] are 
coming on the scene but are still pricey. 
All have good and bad points. Ultra 
DMA drives these days provide huge ca¬ 
pacities, are inexpensive [as little as 5 
to ten cents per megabyte], generally 
easy to install and are as fast as some 
SCSI drives. They double disk read and 
write speeds of earlier DMA drives from 
16.6MB per second to 33.3MB/sec 
drives. [Some UDMA drives that support 
66.6MB/sec are coming, may be avail¬ 
able by the time you read this; they re¬ 
quire an 80 pin version has added 
ground wires to reduce crosstalk]. 

UDMA also allows data transfer to take 
place with very little CPU involvement, 
which can mean better overall system 
performance. A very few UDMA drives 
have had problems and buyers should be 
aware of a few cautions, but I believe 
they are the best current choices for 
mass storage in typical home or small 
office systems. SCSI drives come in a 
bewildering number of categories: wide, 
fast-wide, ultra 2 LVD [low Voltage 
Differential.] They need SCSI boards of 
varying types [and price] to provide 
maximum performance. Frankly, I feel 
that SCSI drives are great for servers, 
serious game-players, multimedia or 
high-end graphics work and heavy-duty 
publishing or video editing.

Just TroubleShoot Me 
by Dave Johnson 
Home Office Computing 
Magazine, May Edition 
Editing done by Odie Farris 
It's been said there are 
two types of computer users: 
those who have had a serious 
system crash at the worst possi¬ 
ble moment, and those who will. 
Of co urse , there is no good time 
for a PC or peripheral to fail, 
but you can lay odds that when 
yours does, you will be on a 
critical deadline. Although your 
computer is fairly reliable it is 
also fiendishly complicated. 
Anything with moving parts, like 
your hard disk will eventually 
wear out and fail. And each of 
the millions of lines of code that 
makes up today's software appli¬ 
cations is a land mine waiting to 
be stepped on by other pub¬ 
lisher's software. The good news 
is that before equipment keels 
over completely it usually issues 
a distress signal The bad news 
is that it can be tough to figure 
out what you PC is trying to tell 
you. Now, I the editor, will 
cover a few warning signs as 
space will allow. [I] General 
protection error or this program 
has performed an illegal opera¬ 
tion and will be shut down . 
Despite the warning, no one is 
being protected, and no crime 
has been committed. 




These messages indicate that two 
programs tried writing data to 
the same memory location simul¬ 
taneously. It may sound minor, 
but it is enough to crash your 
PC. Generally you can not pre¬ 
vent this problem unless the soft¬ 
ware publishers offer updates or 
bug fixes (check their web sites). 
You might also get some help 
from the crash-helmet or 
problem-interception tools in 
Symantec's SystemWorks ($70) 
and Network Associates' McAfee 
Office. 

[2] DLL is invalid or corrupt. 

If you see this message on your 
screen, the program you were 
trying to start probably won't 
run. The cause? Since the last 
time you ran it, you probably in¬ 
stalled a new application that 
uses a dynamic link library 
[DLL] file with the same name 
as the one this program uses. 

The two DLL's are incompatible, 
and that is making the older pro¬ 
gram crash. One solution is to 
reinstall the older program. 
Another is to contact both soft¬ 
ware companies to find out if ei¬ 
ther offers a patch or 
workaround for this problem.

Yes, You Can Teach 
an Old Dog New Tricks

You’ve heard the adage, “You can’t teach an old 
dog new tricks”. DONT YOU BELIEVE IT! You not only 
can teach an old dog new tricks, but most of us “Old Dogs” can 
leam to do those tricks better than a litter of prancing puppies. 
On just what does ‘Ole Uncle Eli base that grandiose 
assertion? The delusions of a senile senior citizen? Nope! I base 
that statement on first hand happenings of the last couple of 
weeks. 

My wife and I just returned from a week’s stay at 
Oklahoma State University where we attended one of the many 
Elderhostel sessions throughout the country. We spent a 
glorious week learning how to expand our “Personal 
Creativity”, explore the “Rise and Fall of the Big Band Era” 
and experience the joys of “Surfing the Internet”. 

In the short span of one week I saw a couple dozen folk- 
average age, well above seventy - who, for the most part, 
didn’t know a computer from a commode - leam not only 
how to use a computer with ease and acuity, but by weeks 
end were “cruising the net” and chatting like pros. 

Back here in St. Louis I see the same thing happening 
every six weeks or so as yet another group of “Senior Citizens” 
complete computer courses taught by the St. Louis Gateway 
Chapter of SeniorNet. Just take a look at the make-up of some 
of the most vibrant Computer Users Groups in the area. 
CORCC (County Older Residents Computer Club) in north 
county, SCORCC (South County Older Residents Computer 
Club) and DBUG (Data Bytes Users Group) in west county, 
just to name a few. Senior citizens are the rule, not the xception. 
There is a common thread to all of this. Curiosity and 
creativity don’t atrophy with age. To the contrary, reaching 
the plateau of the “Golden Age” and leaving the “Rat Race” 
behind gives us the time and the opportunity to do the things 
in life that are REALLY important And what could be more 
important to “This Old Dog” than sitting in front of my 
computer and using my monitor as my window on the world? 

The biggest hurdles that confront most Senior Citizens when 
they finally decide to become “Computer Literate” are the 
fear of doing something that will “break” their computer and 
being embarrassed in front of their more knowledgeable 
family and friends. Have I got news for you! There is nothing 
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you can do, short of whipping your computer with a baseball 
bat or throwing it out the window that wil} cause it physical 
harm. As far as embarrassing yourself in from of the rest of the 
world, FORGET IT! The only thing those young 
“whipper-snappers” have that you don’t is computer 
experience, and in a month or so, you will probably be 
showing them a thing or two. 

As with anything else, becoming computer literate involves a 
learning curve. There are some basic things that you have to 
learn (or unlearn) along the road. 

What is the best way to learn? Leam by doing. As Ms.Frizzle, 
of “Magic School Bus” fame, says “Come on, take some 
chances.

Sign up for a class at the St Louis 
Gateway SeniorNet (Call 993-0006 for more information) or 
call your local school district for a listing of Adult Education 
Computer classes. Even better, and less expensive, join a 
Computer Users Group. Nowhere will you be welcomed more 
cordially or offered more individual help, no matter what your 
level of computer expertise (of lack of it), than at a Users 
Group. Just call the nearest St Louis Comity library and ask 
what computer groups meet there and when, ometo their 
next meeting You will be glad you did. Hint - The Data Bytes 
Users Group of St Louis meets at the Thornhill Public Library 
the second Saturday of each month at noon. Drop by and say 
hello to‘Ole Uncle Eh. 

Probably the hardest “physical” thing you will have to leam 
how to use your mouse. The mouse is a neat and easy way of 
directing your computer. Just move the mouse around until 
the little arrow is where you want it and “click” a button. 

Click the 1 eft button once to “select” what the pointer is 
resting on. Double elide to cause something to happen. Click 
the right button to get a “menu” of things you can do. Tliat’s 
all there is to it The problem? Hand-eye coordination. It takes 
practice to master moving and clicking the mouse. Stiff joints 
and trembling fingers, let alone tense muscles don't make this 
task any easier. The solution? PRACTICE! Microsoft 
thoughtfully included two very entertaining card games with 
Windows. Solitaire and Free Cell. Both are fun and addictive, 
but more importantly, playing them will cause you to leam to 
use your mouse properly. The hardest “mental” bridge you will 
have to cross, in learning how to use a computer is to 
understand that the computer, doesn't think.

There are lots of 
excellent free or low cost programs that will make you into a 
finger tapping pro in no time. A good example is 
“Mavis Beacon Teaches Typing” available almost anywhere 
computer software is sold for under twenty dollars 

As to the computer itself, don’t worry about having to pend 

a bundle to get the latest, most expensive system there is. Just 
about any computer that you can get your hands on will be 
good enough to leam on. Once you become somewhat 
computer literate, you will be able to intelligently selet a 
computer tailored to your exact needs. In fact, just about any 


new computer offered in the stores today should be able to do 
everything you want, and then some. 

There is no real excuse for not learning new tricks. If the 
folks at Elderhostel can do it, so can you. Learning to use, and 
have fun with, a computer is easy. All it takes is time and we 
have that So come on, show your kids and grandkids a thing 
or two.

Yes, You Can Teach an Old Dog New Tricks by Eli Schachet 

You've heard the adage, "You can't teach an old dog new tricks". 
DON'T YOU BELIEVE IT! You not only can teach an old dog new 
tricks, but most of us "Old Dogs" can learn to do those tricks 
better than a litter of prancing puppies. On just what does 'Ole 
Uncle Eli base that grandiose assertion? Is this the delusions of 
a senile senior citizen? Nope! I base that statement on first hand 
happenings of the last couple of weeks. 

My wife and I just returned from a week's stay at Oklahoma 
State University where we attended one of the many Elderhostel 
sessions throughout the country. We spent a glorious week learning 
how to expand our "Personal Creativity", explore the "Rise and 
Fall of the Big Band Era" and experience the joys of "Surfing the 
Internet". In the short span of one week I saw a couple dozen 
folk- average age, well above seventy - who, for the most part, 
didn't know a computer from a commode - learn not only how to use 
a computer with ease and acuity, but by weeks end were "cruising 
the net" and chatting like pros. 

Back here in St. Louis I see the same thing happening every 
six weeks or so as yet another group of "Senior Citizens" complete 
computer courses taught by the St. Louis Gateway Chapter of 
SeniorNet. Just take a look at the make-up of some of the most 
vibrant Computer Users Groups in the area. CORCC (County Older 
Residents Computer Club) in north county, SCORCC (South County 
Older Residents Computer Club) and DBUG (Data Bytes Users Group) 



in West County, just to name a few. Senior citizens are the rule, 
not the exception. There is a common thread to all of this. 
Curiosity and creativity don't atrophy with age. To the contrary, 
reaching the plateau of the "Golden Age" and leaving the "Rat 
Race" behind gives us the time and the opportunity to do the 
things in life that are REALLY important. What could be more 
important to "This Old Dog" than sitting in front of my computer 
and using my monitor as my window on the world? 

The biggest hurdles that confront most Senior Citizens when 
they finally decide to become "Computer Literate" are the fear of 
doing something that will "break" their computer and being 
embarrassed in front of their more knowledgeable family and 
friends. Have I got news for you! There is nothing you can do, 
short of whipping your computer with a baseball bat or throwing 
it out the window that will cause it physical harm. As far as 
embarrassing yourself in front of the rest of the world, FORGET 
IT! The only thing those young "whipper-snappers" have that you 
don't is computer experience, and in a month or so, you will 
probably be showing them a thing or two. As with anything else, 
becoming computer literate involves a learning curve. There are 
some basic things that you have to learn (or unlearn) along the 
road. What is the best way to learn? Learn by doing. As 
Ms.Frizzle, of "Magic School Bus" fame, says "Come on, take some 
chances.

Sign up for a 
class at the St. Louis Gateway SeniorNet (Call 993-0006 for more 
information) or call your local school district for a listing of 
Adult Education Computer classes. Even better, and less expensive, 
join a Computer Users Group. Nowhere will you be welcomed more 
cordially or offered more individual help, no matter what your 
level of computer expertise (of lack of it), than at a Users 
Group. Just call the nearest St. Louis County library and ask what 
computer groups meet there and when. Come to their next meeting. 
You will be glad you did. Hint - The Data Bytes Users Group of St. 
Louis meets at the Thornhill Public Library the second Saturday of 
each month at noon. Drop by and say hello to 'Ole Uncle Eli. 

Probably the hardest "physical" thing you will have to learn 
how to use your mouse. The mouse is a neat and easy way of 
directing your computer. Just move the mouse around until the 
little arrow is where you want it and "click" a button. Click the 
left button once to "select" what the pointer is resting on. 

Double click to cause something to happen. Click the right 
button to get a "menu" of things you can do. That's all there is 
to it. The problem? Hand-eye coordination. It takes practice to 
master moving and clicking the mouse. Stiff joints and trembling 



fingers, let alone tense muscles don't make this task any easier. 
The solution? PRACTICE! Microsoft thoughtfully included two very 
entertaining card games with Windows; Solitaire and Free Cell. 

Both are fun and addictive, but more importantly, playing them 
will cause you to learn to use your mouse properly. The hardest 
"mental" bridge you will have to cross, in learning how to use a 
computer is to understand that the computer, doesn't think. It 
just does what you tell it. EXACTLY what you tell it to do. Not 
what you intend for it to do or what you thought you told it to 
do.

As to the computer itself, don't worry about having to spend 
a bundle to get the latest, most expensive system available. Just 
about any computer that you can get your hands on will be good 
enough to learn on. Once you become somewhat computer literate, 
you will be able to intelligently select a computer tailored to 
your exact needs. In fact, just about any new computer offered in 

the stores today should be able to do everything you want, and 

then some. 

There is no real excuse for not learning new tricks. If the 
folks at Elderhostel can do it, so can you. Learning to use, and 
have fun with, a computer is easy. All it takes is time and we 
have that. So come on, show your kids and grandkids a thing or 

two. Learn to use that computer and let a whole new world open for 

you.

For faster record¬ 
ing you can mute the playback, but 
MusicMatch does noit offer Rea/Jukebox's 
read-ahead encoding feature, a deficit off¬ 
set by advanced encoding options such as 
fade and normalization controls. 

All recorded files are included in 


for including text and graphics with 
an MP3 audio file, you can cover art, 
notes, and tags for up to 12 charac¬ 
teristics, such as mood, genre, or 
tempo. Tagging also sets up 
MusicMatch's AutoDJ function, a 
great feature that lets you set a pro¬ 
gram time and select songs by up to 
three of these tags.

Y Y for home networking. Whereas, 2, 3 or 
more people in a single family home can use 
thier computer on the same line. They may do 
their business, school kids, mom and dad all 
at the same time. Included in all that Mom or 
Dad can monitor what their kid is watching 
on the net. SAY WHAT!!?? 


The following is Edited from an article 
by Lou Dolinar of NEWSDAY. 

While there are several rea¬ 
sons to set up a network on the 
computers' in your home, the biggest 
reason is to share an Internet 
Connection, be it a dial-up modem, a 
cable modem or one of those fancy 
new Digital Subscriber Line [DSL] 
Absent the network and a 
way of sharing a net connection, every 
computer would need its own phone 
line and internet account, to the tune 
of as much as $40.00 a month. With 
modem sharing, one accountand phone 
line easily serves a half a dozen com¬ 
puters. The mechanism for sharing an 
internet connection is a proxy server. 

It can be a special type of hardware 
into which you plug your network or it 
can be set up with special software on 
one of the computers that you already 
own. Proxy servers have other advan¬ 
tages too. You can set them up to give 
you a record of the sites your kids visit 
and filter out those you find objection¬ 
able. How does it all work? In most 
typical case, one computer on the net¬ 
work is designated as the n proxy 
server." The proxy server connects to 
your service provider. The individual 
machines on your network talk only to 
the proxy server, which is, in effect, a 
stand-in [proxy] for the whole internet. 
Everything on the network runs stan¬ 
dard TCP/IP, so you can connect a 
Mac as well as a PC.. You can have 
a "dedicated" computer to handle your 
internet connections and function as a 
"firewall." This is to protect against 
"internetSnoopers" who want to know 
your personal business. j
